Announcenient 
has htten made hy Chief Will II 
Marsh that the campaign will con¬ 
tinue all through the month of 
July and “for some tim'e there-' 
after unless people drlvinp with 
danperous liphls pet off the hiph- 
ways or have them fixed.” 

Records of the division show 
that since the campaipn against 
the glaring headlight was launched
